Claim 4 
was amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Murashige in 
view of Watanabe et al. and Hiratsuka et al. on claims 4, 11, 16, and 18 is withdrawn, 
because independent claim 4 has been amended. 

4. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Murashige, 
Watanabe et al. and Hiratsuka et al. as applied to claim 4 and further in view of Kunkel 
on claim 14 is withdrawn, because independent claim 4 has been amended. 



Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 4,11, 
16, and 18 are allowed. Independent claim 4 recites a lithium ion secondary battery can 
having a protruded terminal connected to one of the cathode plate and the anode plate

protruding through only the second lower surface to an outside of the can and located 
between the first side wall and the second side wall and located inwardly from the 
second side wall toward the defined space. The closest prior art of record Murashige, 
Watanabe et al., and Hiratsuka et al. do not recite a case with a terminal located and 
through the second lower surface as defined in the limitations of the independent claim.
